No. l(5)/BC/94. — in exercise of the powers conferred by section 13 of the Sick Industrial Companies (Special 
Provisions) Act, 1985 (1 of 1986), the Board for Industrial and Financial Reconstruction hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Board for Industrial and Financial Reconstruction Regulations, 1987, namely :— 

1. These regulations may be called the Board for Industrial and Financial Reconstruction (Amendment) Re¬ 
gulations 1994. 

2. They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 

3. Regulation 3-Definitions 

(i) Tn clause (e) “Informant”~thc words "and a person making a report to the Board under sub-section (1) 
of Section 23A” shall be added at the end. 

(ii) In clause (g) “Operating Agency’’ the words “State level institution, scheduled bank or any other person” 
shall be added after the words “public financial institution”. 

(iii) In clause (h) “persons interested”, the word “industrial” occurring in the 2nd, 4th and 6th lines shall be 
omitted. 

4. In Regulation 14, sub-regulation (5), —or the word ‘Board', the word ‘Chairman’ shall be substituted. 

5. Tn Regulation 19. for sub regulations (4) (5) (6) & (7) the following shall he substituted 

(4) On receipt of a reference in the office of the Bpaid, the dale on which it is filed or received in the office of 
the Board alongwith the endorsement “received subject to verification that the refernce is in order" shall be stamped. 

(5) If on scrutiny, the reference is found to be in order, it shall be registered assigned a serial number and sub¬ 
mitted to the Chairman or assigning it to a Bench. Simultaneously, remaining infprmation/documents required, 
if any, shall be called feu from the informant. 

(6) If on scrutiny, the reference is not found to be in order, the Secretary or as the case may be, the Registrar 
may by oroer decline to register the reference and shall communicate the same to the informant. 

(7) A reference declined to be registered shall be deemed not to have been made.'
